Yesterday was a day to remember! 

Not since 1890 has the St. Louis 
metropolitan area experienced a 
snowfall of the magnitude which fell 
from the sky Saturday night. In the 
Quad-City area, the average snowfall 
reading was about 17 inches,. but 
readings as deep as 23 inches were 
common in fields and snow drifts piled 
up several feet on highways. 

‘Most Quad-Cityans today will share 
stories of trying to unbury cars from 
snow drifts, mechanical failures due to 
ice and snow in engines and the 
problems of attemptirig to maneuver in 
deep snow with glaze ice underneath it. 

The difficult situation here was 
compounded by heavy rain all day 
Saturday, which flooded many streets 
and fields. That was followed by colder 
temperatures and blizzard conditions. 
Lack of visibility compounded the 


problem for Saturday night drivers, 
rushing to get home before streets were 
closed, 


Even interstate. highways ex- 
perienced problems as there were 
reports of tractor trailers hitting snow 
drifts and coming to a halt side by side, 
blocking all lanes of some interstates, 
Most highways and streets were lit- 
tered with abandoned and stuck 
vehicles and the problem was com- 
pounded Sunday when drivers at- 
tempted to move other autos and added 
them to the scores of vehicles stuck in 
the streets. 

By Sunday, the entire Quad-City area 
was nearly at a dead standstill.

While many housewives in Centralia 
were preparing lunch late Thursday 
morning, their stoves began to gurgle 
dind sputter.

Local officials 
agree that such a widespread surge of 
high gas pressure is impossible to the 
majority of, buildings here, but it is 
possible that’ an individual area or 
house could experience such a surge. 

With the exception of a few specific 
older areas. The Illinois Power gas 
distribution system here is the opposite 
of the system in Centralia, Mo., of- 
ficials say. In Centralia, homes were 
supplied with low pressure gas and a 
main regulator served the entire town. 
There was no need, they thought, for 
each individual house to have a 
regulator, 

In the Quad-City area, the majority of 
homes are served by high-pressure gas 
lines and the pressure is reduced by a 
regulator attached each home’s gas 
meter. 

Illinois Power has only a few areas in 
the Quad-City area which still are 
served by low-pressure gas lines and 
the buildings served do not have 
regulators. The company hopes in the 
near future to phase out those low- 
pressure areas and complete the high- 
pressure system in which each house is 
equipped with a regulator and safety 
valve, William Olsen of IP said. 

Areas served by low-pressure 
systems, similar to Centralia’s, include 
portions of the downtown Granite City 
area on 19th Street from Adams Street 
to Grand Avenue; on Adams Street 
from 2ist to 22nd Street; on 21st Street 
from Adams Stréet to Niedringhaus 
Avenue; on Cleveland Boulevard from 
19th to 20th Street; and the alley bet- 
ween Grand and Madison Avenues 
from 19th to 20th street, and a long 
stretch of 14th Street between 
McCambridge Avenue and Edward- 
sville Road.

Another federal job finding agency in 
Granite City may be closing unless the 
U.S. Department of Labor reverses its 
budget decision in the next few days 
and continues to fund the Senior Aides 
program.

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Jail lovely, jury 
room isn't—jurors 


A contrast between the 
“Jovely” county jail and the 
“drab and depressing’’ 
shelter care home was cited 
by the outgoing Madison 
County Grand jury. It also is 
displeased with the grand 
jury meeting area. 

Its report follows: _ 

“The Grand Jury of 
Madison County, Ill., duly 
convened on Sept. 28, 1981, 
its report 
(Jan. 23, 1962). 

“1, We commend Circuit 
Judge A. A. Matoesian (of 
Granite City, chief criminal 
judge) of Madison County for 
his dedication to his work. 

“We commend the 
members of the Madison 
County state’s attorney’s 
office for their expertise, 
diligence, ‘and 
professionalism in the 
performance of their duties. 

“We commend Jerry 
Lipchik (of Granite City), 
grand jury bailiff, for his 
pleasant, cheerful manner 
and positive, caring attitude 
toward the grand jurors. 

“2, We recommend that 
future grand juries receive a 
more thorough orientation 
with regard to their role 
within the court system, so 
that the transition from one 
grand jury to the next will be 
smooth and efficient 

“3. The grand jury ex- 
perienced frustration. with 
the over-whelming 
responsibilities and 
pressures of having to 
handle a heavy docket in a 
very limited amount of time. 

“The grand jury also 
suggests that the basement 
facilities of the Madison 
County Courthouse are not a 
suitable environment for the 
conducting of grand jury 
business. 

“4, With respect to the 
Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Ser- 
vices: We recommend that 
the state’s attorney closely 
monitor any and all referrals 
of sexual abuse to children, 
made to DCFS. 

“We encourage DCFS to 
strictly follow the latest 
guidelines set out with 
regard to reporting all 
sexual abuse referrals to the 
state's attorney. 

The grand jury has 
inspected various county 
institution facilities and 
buildings, and makes the 
following recommendations: 

“‘a) Madison County Jail: 
We were impressed with the 
efficiency of the staff, and 
cleanliness of the facilities, 
especially the kitchen area. 

“We are concerned with 


the apparent lack of usable 
outdoor recreation facilities, 
and strongly recommend 
that the Madison County 
Board allocate funds to pay 
for the construction a 
suitable outdoor recreation 
area. 

“b) The Madison County 
Shelter Care Home: The 
staff members are to be 
commended for their at- 
tempt to work within limited 
facilities. 

“The building is in a 
deteriorated condition, the 
kitchen is antiquated, and 
the rooms are cramped and 
dreary. 

“Tt is disturbing to the jury 
to compare the lovely 
facilities of the County Jail - 
with the drab and depresing < 
environment of the Shelter 
Care Home. 

“e) The Madison County 
Nursing Home: We were 
favorably impressed with 
the effective management 
and the pleasant, positive 
concern for the elderly at the 
Home. 

“We recommend a close 
follow-up of the in-room 
sprinkler system and other 
fire safety measures by the 
next grand jury. The 
patients in general seem to 
be reasonably contented. - 

“d) The Madison county 
Tuberculosis Clinic: We are 
concerned that the public is 
not fully aware of all the 
services which are available ( 
at this facility. ; \ 

“We reommend that steps 
be taken to increase “the 
public’s awareness of these 
services. 

“e) The Madison County 
Detention Home: The grand 
jury felt that the facilities at 
the home were adequate, 
and the staff efficient. We 
suggest that the * 
housekeeping and main- 
tenance prdcedurés be 
upgraded. We also recom- 
mend that the’ recreation 
room’s ventilation be im-, 
proved. 

“6, We recommend that, in 
the future, more time be set 
aside for the grand jury to. 
prepare and deliver its final 
report.”" i

Street from Seventh to 12th Streets 
(three blocks), and on Washington 
Avenue along the same three blocks. 

Officials of Illinois Power agree that 
these areas are protected only by single 
company-operated regulators and 
safety valves with no backup systems. 
In the unlikely circumstances of one of 
these regulators malfunctioned and the 
safety valve failed to blow, sections of 
Madison or Granite City could ex- 
perience gas pressure similar to 
Centralia, Mo., and multiple fires could 
result. - 

However, Illinois Power officials 
contend that the chances of malfunc- 
tions in both the regulators and the 
safety valves are almost beyond the 
realm of possibility. The system has 
been extremely safe nationwide and 
deemed almost failsafe, until Thur- 
sday. 

The National Transportation Safety 
Board will investigate the accident at 
Centralia and will issue a complete 
report, which will be distributed to all 
gas companies, “If anything comes 
from their report, we would take ad- 
ditional measures to protect against it 
happening here,”’ Olsen said. 

Persons wishing to determine if their 
homes or businesses are serviced by 
high pressure gas need only look at the 
gas meter. If the curved pipe leading 
into it has a wide “‘umbrella-like’’ disc- 
shaped attachment, that is the 
regulator and the home is serviced by 
high-pressure gas. A photo of the 
regulator appears on today’s front 


page. 

Lack of such a regulator means that 
the home or building is serviced by low- 
pressure gas, similar to Centralia, Mo. 

The Centralia situation developed 
when the main regulator between the 
pipeline and the city gas system was 
damaged when a backhoe operated by a 
city employee struck a control 
mechanism to the regulator. Somehow, 
the safety valve, which should have 
stemmed the released pressure, failed 
to blow, allowing high pressure gas to 
reach the homes and businesses, which 
were not equipped with . individual 
regula’ 


‘tors. 

Officials say they are not entirely 
sure why the safety valve did not blow 
open, which would have released the 
excess gas into the atmosphere, rather 
than allowing the sudden rise in the gas 
pressure and the resulting fires. 

Here, in the high pressure areas, a 
malfunction in an individual home 
regulator is possible, but not likely, 
according to Granite City Fire Chief 
Don Parente. ‘We haven’t had any 
(fires caused by faulty regulators) to 
my knowledge, in the last eight or nine 
years,” he said. Thinking farther back, 
he said he does not ever recall a fire 
here blamed on failure of the regulator 
to vent to the outdoors, rather than to 
allow the full pressure into the house.

regulator, and that is almost always 
because it is leaking into the at- 
mosphere. It is designed to leak, rather 
than allowing the pressure in the home 
to exceed 6% inches of pressure, which 
is equivalent to the pressure exerted by 
a 6% inch tall column of water on each 
square inch at the base, It translates to 
about four ounces of pressure per 
square inch, Affolter said, the same as 
the average home in Centralia 
received. 

In comparison to the four ounces of 
pressure per square inch which enters 
majority of Quad-City houses, gas is 
received by Illinois Power from gas 
pipelines which vary from 200 to 400 
pounds per square inch at the intake of 
the local distribution system. 

A double system of protection keeps 
that pressure from reaching the lines to 
homes, Affolter and W. Chris Olsen, 
assistant to Service Area Manager Car] 
Mathias, explained. 

The pressure is reduced twice, by two 
separate regulators, each having its 
own safety valve, designed to blow to 
the outside. ‘If the first one should fail, 
the second one would be able to handle 
it,” Affolter said. 

‘Annually, each of the company-owner 
regulator has its safety valve tested by 
using gas lines to increase the pressure 
to the regulator and being sure that the 
relief. valves blow. “They are very 
reliable,” Affolter contended. 

By the time the gas has gone through 
the two regulators at each entry point in 
the system, it goes into the distribution 
system at about 35 pounds of pressure 
per square inch. That is the pressure 
received by most homes. 

Each home in a high pressure area 
actually is protected by two additional 

ators with safety mechanisms, the 
officials said. The first, attached to the 
home meter, is designed to begin 
leaking into’ the outside air if the 
pressure going into the home reaches or 
exceeds about 10 inches of pressure per 
square inch. 

The second, on every furnace, 
reduces the pressure to 3% inches per 
square inch, which is the standard 
pressure furnaces require.

Could it happen here? That is a 
question the National Transportation 
Safety Board may answer when it 
completes its investigation of Cen- 
tralia’s tragedy. There will never be 
any such thing as a completely safe gas 
system, but Illinois Power has pledged 
to take every possible precaution to 
service its customers in as safe a 
manner as is possible with the 
resources and manpower it has, of- 
ficials said.

However, the average 17 inches here 
topped that record and statisticians 
have to go back to 1890 to find a 24-hour 
snowfall exceeding it. The official 
reading in 1890 was 20.4 inches. 

Snow drifts in St. Louis were 
recorded at high as seven feet.

Unofficially, they measured the 
average snow in Collinsville at two feet.

“‘Well, George Mar- 
shall, the owner of the 
Redskins, said that the 
Bears were a first-half 
team and if’ you stayed 
with them the first half 
you could roll over ’em in 
the second. 

‘“‘Halas (George, 
Chicago’s head coach) 
didn’t give us any pep talk 
before the game. He went 
out and got a whole bunch 
of the papers where 
Marshall said that and he 
pasted them all over the 
locker room. 

“That got us fired up, 
all right. We went out and 
beat Washington 73-0. 
Everything we did was 
right. Everything they 
did was wrong.” 

Football has seen 
dramatic. changes since 
Musso’s playing days. He 
doesn’t view all those 
changes as for the better. 

In the football of 
Musso’s day, players 


played both offense and 
defense. Musso liked 
being able ‘‘to take it and 
give it.” 

He says modern foot- 
ball players use their 
helmets as weapons. In 
the old days the helmets 
were leather and weren't 
required. 

Noting the difference in 
salaries between modern 
pro football players and 
the salaries then, Musso 
said , “I often remind 
George Halas of the time 
I played for $90 a game 
and he laughs.” 


Among those delighted 
with Musso’s Hall of 
Fame selection is 
Madison County Circuit 
Clerk Willard ‘‘Butch"’ 
Portell, who was a bailiff 
when Musso was a deputy 
sheriff and who has 
continued to be a close 
personal friend through 
the years. 

“I say he should have 
been honored a long, long 
time ago. I think it is long 
overdue,”’ Portell said.

Snow closes schools, offices

A winter storm of the 
proportions that struck here 
during the weekend can have 
an unusual effect on law 
enforcement personnel and 
the people they serve, as 
local police were reminded 
Saturday night, Sunday and 
today. 

Nearly normal activity 
continued here Saturday, 
although intense rain caused 
passenger autos to stall in 
deep water along West 
Pontoon Road at 5:20 p.m. 
Traffic collisions occurred 
during the day’s dow: 
and continued to occur as the 
temperature dropped below 
freezing 

Large snowflakes began to 
fall in the early evening 
Saturday and continued 
throughout the night. 

A few arrests and in- 
vestigations were made 
during the early morning 
hours Sunday, but then a 
kind of calm settled on the 
entire community. Most 
families heeded broadcast 
advice to stay home due to 
the snowfall of more than a 
foot in depth. 

Quad-City area public and 
parochial schools closed 
today due to the difficult 
driving and parking con- 
ditions. Also closed were 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville, Washington 
University, the University of 
Missouri at St. Louis and 
numerous other schools and 
colleges, plus a number of 
agencies, businesses and 
offices. 

Only about a tenth of the 
scheduled Bi-State buses 
operated Sunday, and it was 
decided to cancel all area 
metropolitan a bus routes 
for today. “Please just stay 
home” remained the advice 
being given to the public. 

The immensity of the 
storm became apparent here 
early Sunday. Police patrol 
cars became mired in snow 
at 2:20 a.m. Sunday in the 
2700 block of Sunset Drive 
and at 6:25 a.m. Sunday at 
19th Street and Edison 
Avenue. 

Patrol routes: were cur- 
tailed to a degree as 
residential neighborhoods 
became impassable. Many 
people’s autos became stuck 
in the snow even in the 
middle of streets that had 
attracted considerable 
traffic. 

Street crews worked hard 


to clear the snow, con- 
centrating on major ar- 
teries. Some individuals and 
companies with access to 
construction equipment or 
conventional snowplows 
helped clear streets and 
driveways, but many per- 
sons were marooned at their 


homes. Numerous school, 


university and business 
closings were scheduled for 
today. 

Towering piles of snow, 
some more than six feet tall, 
developed due to the work of 
the snowplows and also due 
to high winds that created 
drifts. Sidewalks remained 
difficult to traverse this 
morning and many persons 
walked down the middle of 
streets to reach their 
destinations. 

In addition to the deep 
snow, there were other 
weather oddities. Lightning 
and thunder occurred as the 
snow accumulated Saturday 
night, and there were pat- 
ches of thick fog before dawn 
today, hampering motorists. 

The first report of 
youngsters throwing 
snowballs was recorded at 
8:55 p.m. Saturday in the 
Kirkpatrick Homes area. 
Officers checked on 
snowmobile complaints in 
the 2200 to 2400 blocks of 
Washington Avenue shortly 
before 10 p.m, 

Granite City police notified 
Illinois State Police at 2 a.m. 
Sunday that high snow drifts 
were developing along 
Illinois Route Three. The 
four-lane highway skirts the 
western side of the Quad- 
City area from the McKinley 
Bridge in Venice to Inter- 
state 270 in Mitchell. 

Vehicles were reported 
stuck in snow at 2:35 a.m. 
Sunday at Nameoki Road 
and St. Clair Avenue and at 
3:10 a.m. Sunday in the 3100 
block of Madison Avenue. 
Ambulances were dispat- 
ched at 3:40 a.m. to the El 
Gato tavern and at 3:50 a.m. 
Sunday to the Jaycee 
building 

Because of drifting, the 
usually busy Poplar Street 
Bridge carrying Interstates 
70 and 55 was limited to one 
lane of traffic each way on 
Sunday. 

Police in Granite City at 2 
p.m. Sunday freed their 
seven prisoners on notices to 
appear later for their 
hearings on misdemeanor 
charges, mainly disorderly 
conduct. 


Funds sought for 
teacher pensions 


with enrollment declines, 


State Superintendent of 
Education Donald G. Gill is 
recommending FY 83 (1982- 
83 fiscal year) ap- 
propriations of $2.3 billion 
from state general funds for 
elementary, secondary, 
vocational and adult 
education. 

His recommendation calls 
for an increase over FY 82 
appropriations of $175.6 
million, of which $140.7 
million or 80.2 percent is for 
teachers’ retirement 
systems. 

The superintendent 
prepared his preliminary 
recommendations for 
presentation to the State 
Board of Education's Budget 
Committee, Thursday. He 
said his budget attempts to 
meet as many of the needs of 
schools as possible, while 
giving consideration to the 
precarious nature of state 
finances. 

‘An assessment completed 
earlier by the State Board 
showed. that—to meet the 
needs of Illinois schools—the 
state would haye to increase 
appropriations by more than 
$230 million. 

“My preliminary budget 
recommendation, unfort- 
unately, would leave a lot of 
unmet needs in our schools. 
But in light of economic 
indicators, this appears to be 
as much as we can 
realistically expect to 
receive next year,”’ Gill said. 

“While this proposal calls 
for an 8.2 percent increase in 
appropriations, funds for 
education programs and 
services would be increased 
by only 1.7 percent, since 
most of the overall increase 
is for retirement funds.” 

Gill explained that the 
large increase for 
retirement is necesary to 
meet pay-out levels in FY 83. 
The retirement systems 
received substantial cuts in 
their FY 82 budgets. 

General state aid would be 
maintained at the FY 62 
(July 1981-June 1982) level 
under Gill's proposal. 

While state aid ap- 
propriations would not be 
increased, local increases in 
assessed valuation, coupled 


could raise the per-pupil 
support level by about $120. 

The majority of the in- 
creases for programs in 
Gill’s recommendation 
would be for categorical 
programs which are 
reimbursed through 
statutory formulas. 

The funding proposal 
would allow 90 percent 
reimbursement of claims for 
all statutory formula 
categoricals, except three— 
the two orphanage programs 
would be fully funded, and 
regular and vocational 
transportation would be 
maintained at the FY 82 
level, resulting in 96 percent 
reimbursement. 

All non-statutory formula 
categorical programs would 
remain at FY 82 ap- 
propriations, except tran- 
sitional bilingual education. 
The mandated bilingual 
programs would be in- 
creased from FY 82 and 
restored to their FY 81 
levels. 

Dr. Gill stressed that his 
budget recommendations 
are “preliminary.” 

“We have a fairly reliable 
picture of the resource needs 
for FY 83," he said, “but we 
have only limited and ten- 
tative information on the 
avilability of resources.”’ 

The board’s budget panel 
will hold a public hearing 
Feb. 16 to obtain comments 
on his preliminary recom- 
mendations. The hearing is 
scheduled at 10 a.m. in the 
board’s office, fourth floor, 
,100 N. 1st St., Springfield. 

Following the hearing, the 
committee will meet at 2 
p.m. to consider the 
recommendations and 
comments and to décide on a 
budget to recommend to the 
full board. 

‘The superintendent said 
his recommendations at this 
time contain no ap- 
propriations for new 
initiatives. He added that he 
expects the board to discuss 
the need for new initiatives 
in its budget process, and 
said recommendations for 
reallocations or increases 
could occur.

police buildings. 

Some area college 
students home for the 
weekend had to extend their 
visits today due to reports 
that the storm had taken a 
heavy toll not only locally 
but in all four directions 
from here. 

The weather bureau’s 
official tally showed 13.9 
inches of snow, and there 
were reports of nearly 18 
inches in some parts of the 
St. Louis metropolitan area, 
not counting countless drifts 
several feet deep. Centralia, 
Ill, had 22 inches of snow. 

As local families checked 
on road conditions and 
contacted relatives and 
friends, telephone lines 
became overloaded and 
there was a delay in ob- 
taining dial tones Sunday 
and again today. 

The temperature was in 
the 40s on Saturday and had 
fallen to 28 degrees at 
midnight Saturday night. It 
continued to fall Sunday, 
reaching eight degrees 
during the evening, and was 
two degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit, at 6 a.m. today, 
later climbing to zero and 
then into the teens in-the late 
morning today. 

It was expected that the 
low temperature tonight 
may be 15, with a high of 25 
or 28 degrees tomorrow, 
although the mantle of snow 
tends to result in lower 
temperatures than otherwise 
would be the case. 

Precipitation probability 
is 30 percent tonight and 70 
percent tomorrow, leading to 
some concern that a 
‘duplicate of the weekend 
snowfall might occur. 

The current prediction is 
for only two to four inches of 
additional snowfall tonight 
and Tuesday, but local 
residents recall the Saturday 
night forecast was for a 
mere one to three inches. 

Among the plants and 
businesses closing today 
were Monsanto, Ralston- 
Purina, Maritz, Edison 
Brothers, the Ford-Mercury 
assembly plant in 
Hazelwood, and some 
divisions of McDonnell 
Douglas. 


Past year seventh 
wettest of century 


(Illinois State 
Water Survey Division) 

The 1981 precipitation in 
Illinois ranged from normal 
in extreme Southern Illinois, 
to well above normal in all 
other portions; 1981 was the 
seventh wettest year of this 
century 

The state average 
precipitation was 13 percent 
above normal, and 1981 
marked the ninth year in the 
past 11 years with above 
normal precipitation. The 
only dry years statewide 
since 1970 have been 1976 and 
1980. 

As a result of the above 
normal 1981 precipitation, 
most of the Illinois water 
supplies, reservoirs, 
streams, and shallow 
groundwater—are at or well 
above normal levels in early 
1982. 

When 1981 started, Illinois 
was experiencing quite dry 
conditions in the southern 
half of the state; there were 
several dust storms in 
Central Illinois during the 
spring. 

This was followed by 
record-breaking, heavy 
rains in May in Southern 
Illinois, with continuing 
above-normal] rainfall in 
June, July and August, 
ending the water shortages. 

The summer of 1981 was 
the wettest on record in parts 
of Central Illinois, where 20 
to 25 inches of rain fell. 
Precipitation in the fall and 
in December was generally 
near normal across the 
state. 

The outlook in the south 
central area is near normal 
from now through May.

The total impact has not 
yet’been assessed, and Quad- 
Cityans are casting a wary 
eye at the sky to the west and 
southwest, wondering what 
is in store for the remainder 
of this week.

Norfolk and Western 
Railway will spend $185.4 
million in 1982 on capital 
improvefnents to its system, 
an increase of $57.3 million 
over the estimated 1961 total 
of $128.1 million, Robet B. 
Claytor, NW’s president and 
chief executive officer, has 
announced. 

The bulk of the 1982 
program, $106.1 million, 
‘represents expenditures 
either authorized or begun in 
earlier years. The remaining 
$79.3 million is for new. 
projects. Spending for 1982 is 
divided into $106.2 million for 
roadway projects and $79.2 
million for equipment. 


The proposed con- 
Solidation with Southern 
Railway, on which an 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission decision is 
expected in the first quarter 
of 1982, is reflected in NW’s 
capital improvements 
“program. The largest single 
new item of expense is $29.9 
million for 25 high adhesion, 


fuel-efficient diesel 
locomotives, needed, Claytor 
said, to handle an expected 
increase in traffic following 
the consolidation. 

NW also has 
$8.6 million for the con- 
struction of a new in- 
termodal facility in Chicago. 
It will handle expected in- 
creased piggyback traffic 
between the upper Midwest 
and the Southeast, The new 
facility includes two cranes, 
extensive trailer parking 
areas, an office building, and 
related track and signal

Another project in the 
budget relating to the con- 
solidation is the completion, 
ata cost of $8.5 million, of the 
upgrading work on the 66- 
mile Fort Wayne-Muncie 
line in Indiana, which will be 
a major north-south line for 
the combined system 


Work also will continue on 
a new yard and related 
facilities at Wentzville, Mo., 
where General Motors is 


building a new assembly 
plant. NW has budgeted $14.3 
million for this purpose in 
1982. 

NW’'s continued com- 
mitment to coal is reflected 
in the budget as well, Claytor 
said. NW will build 1,214 
open-top hopper cars in its 
Roanoke Shops, the 
remainder of an order of 
more ‘than 1,600 cars begun 
last year. The 1982 work will 
cost approximately $41 
million. 

In the fields of energy and 
pollution abatement, NW 
will spend a total of $4.3 
million, The largest single 
amount is $2.5 million to

Broad backing, praise 
for local United Way

Astrong vote of confidence 
in the Tri-Cities Area United 
Way—and its “safety net” 
for local residents, em- 
ployees and visitors—was 
voiced at the January prayer 
breakfast by many, in- 
cluding William Donovan 
and Bill Terrell, outgoing 
and incoming presidents of 
the 15-agency fund-raising 
organization. 

The history of united 
giving here, dating back to 
1946, was briefly traced 
during the meeting. 

Also introduced were 
EdwardF. Reiske and Larry 
Miller, retiring and newly- 
named uw executive 
directors, and Melvin C. 
Wilmsmeyer, chairman ; of 
the successful fall 1981 fund 
campaign. + 

The breakfast gathering 
was addressed by Miller; 
Mary Alice Beardslee, 
Catholic Charities social 
worker. since the agency was 
oj here’ Feb. 20, 1950; 
and William Monical, 
longtime council scout 
executive of the Cahokia 
Mound Council, Boy Scouts 
of America. 

Drew Karandjeff, chair- 
man of the prayer breakfast 
committee of the Granite 
City Rotary Club, was 
moderator of the meeting, 
held at Charlie’s 
Restaurant 

Terrell introduced the 
speakers and noted that 
more than $700,000. was 
raised this fall to help meet 
1982 operating costs of the 
member agencies. 

He described the United 
Way as highly effective and 
efficient in monitoring and 
meeting people’s needs. 

Donovan said costs are 
held so low that 92 percent or 
more of donated money goes 
directly to provide com- 
munity services, a higher 
proportion than in most 
areas. 

Terrell stressed that “it 
works because of you’’—the 
hundreds of volunteers and 
thousands of contributors 
who consistently show 
compassion for their fellow 
citizens and take positive, 
problem-solving action. 

Monical said groups like 
the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts 
and YMCA are adapting to 
serve not only typical family 
groups reminiscent of past 
years, but also single-parent 
families and “latch key” 
families in which working 
parents are away from home 
during the day. 

Explorer posts devoted to 
occupational specialties are 
aiding teenage boys and girls 
in maturing and in becoming 
familiar with varied career 
fields, he related. 

“Our  character-building 
groups here are alive, 
healthy and growing,’’ 
Monical said. “Only one 
percent of young people 
experience serious trouble, 
but many more than that 
have needs which can be met 
by such organizations. 

“Character is caught, not 


taught. Volunteers make. 


these youth programs 
possible through their ef- 
forts, and they also set an 
example which helps en- 
courage stability and em- 
phasizes belief in a Creator. 

“The training helps local 
young people become par- 
ticipating citizens; they 
don’t just learn the theory of 
good citizenship. 

“‘We teach ideals and 


ideas, including the principle 
of _ self-reliance—equipping 
them for the world they will 
live in. 

“You in this audience are a 
vanishing breed. The 
nuclear family is fast 
becoming a rare set of cir- 
cumstances. 

“Only eight percent of 
children now can leave for 
school in the morning and 
return home in the afternoon 
with a parent present. 

“In one large troop at our 
1981 summer camp, a 
majority of the 43 families 
represented in that unit have 
to cope with broken homes,” 
Monical related. 

Mary Beardslee said 
Catholic Charities. works 
closely with child and family 
agencies in aiding the 
neglected,. abused and 
abandoned and in arranging 
for family counseling, foster 
homes, pregnancy, care and 
adoptions. 

However, there is a need 
for a pre-natal clinic here 
and also fora children's 
home, she commented. 

Rent payments. also 
remain an unsolved problem 
for some families, she noted. 

She added that the local 
community and state offer 
many helpful facilities and 
services, including treat- 
ment of alcohol and drug 
addiction, medical care, 
welfare aid and general 
assistance. 

Catholic Charities and 
other agencies receive ex- 
ceptional cooperation from a 
number of groups, including 
Venice-Lincoln Technical 
Center, St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center, Alpha 
Center, public officials, 
Protestant and Catholic 
churches and the various 
United Way. member 
organizations, the gathering 
was told. 

“There still are some 
gaps, some people that we 
cannot help,”’ she said. 
“There are some questions 
that we do not have answers 
for as yet. 

“But the 15 UW agencies 
all combine their efforts to 
serve this community in the 
best way that is possible, and 
we will always continue to 
try to help everyone who 
needs us. 

“Each person is a creature 
of God who is deserving of 
our best effort. As part of the 
United Way, we accept the 
responsibility for helping 
each person to maintain his 
or her dignity.” 

Miller, a veteran of 20 
years’ Navy service, pointed 
out that he became a 
member of the UW team 
here in 1976 as AFL-CIO 
community services 
director. 

After joining the Madison 
County staff administering 
the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training 
Act in 1980, he has rejoined 
the United Way as its 
executive. director, working 
with a 36-member board, 
seven-member executive 
board, 22-membéer allocation 
and budget committee and 
five-member priorities and 
planning committee. 

“With federal dollars 
declining, it will be 
necessary to make more 
effective use of volunteers in 
providing human services, 
and we are gearing for this 
through a five-year plan. 

“Protestant Welfare will 
play a bigger role in coor- 
dinating clothing and food 


assistance, in cooperation 
with the Urban League in 
Venice. 

“We bave been working 
through the Salvation Army 
in helping people survive the 
cold weather, such as giving 
access to blankets and space 
heaters. The Springfield 
Catholic Diocese | has 
provided more than $4,000 in 
food for the Quad-Cities. 

‘Coordinated Youth 
Services and the Women, 
Infants and. Children 
program also have been 
active. But. with the high 
level of unemployment, 
undoubtedly some needs are 
not being met.” 

A general discussion by 
the breakfast group brought 
out that only two physicians 
currently are accepting new 
patients whose care is 
financed by publie, aid. 
Factors cited were delays in 
forwarding . payments, 
limitations on aid, ‘red 
tape’’ instances in which 
there “are rulings. of 
ineligibility. 

There are no advantages 
in future organizational 
mergers, due to the ef- 
ficiency of the local. United 
Way, it was asserted. 

And there would be many 
disadvantages—and a loss of 
accountability and 
motivation—if the com- 
munity gave up a majority 
voice in deciding how to 


solve local problems, it was’ 


contended. 

Donovan summed up by 
saying that the Quad-City 
area through its United Way 
has been “absolutely fan- 
tastic’” in its ac- 
complishments. 

Pres. Terrell said any 
threat to continuation of the 
local United Way could be 
carried out only “over my 
dead body.” 

He said that he—like other 
people—has many other 
demands on his time, but 
that it is important that each 
person make sacrifices to 
support and assist the United 
Way.in this ‘million-dollar 
community”’ (his estimate of 
the scope of UW drives in the 
foreseeable future).

College is a family 


affair for 3 Rudders

Cynthia Rudder is getting 
used to the blank stares she 
gets when people learn she 
lives with her family -at 
‘Tower Lake Apartments, the 
student housing complex at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville. 

SIUE is known as a 
commuter campus, and it is 
not unusual for students to 
live with their parents at 
home while attending 
classes. 

“It's the second answer 
that gets them,’' Miss 
Rudder said. The 19-year-old 
sophomore in special 
education not only lives on 
the campus with her family, 
she goes to college with 
them. The results have been 
bargain prices and straight 
A’s for all. 

College on the family plan 
started a year ago when the 
Rudders' oldest child 
finished 12th grade and 
wanted to continue her 
education. Instead of sen- 
ding Cynthia off to school 
like other parents, the 
Rudders decided to go to 
college with her. 

Larry Rudder, her father, 
took a° break from his 
traveling gospel ministry 
based in Granite City and in 
Belleville, Mich., to earn a 
master’s degree in marriage 
and family counseling. 

“It took me 13 years to get 
my bachelor’s degree in 
history and government in 
1970, but wanted more 
training in psychology and 
counseling for the ministry,” 
he said. 

The family, incuding two 
younger brothers, lived out 
of a green van the last 10 
years, moving its musical 
program of evangelism and 
devotional ministry to a new 
church each week. 

“We have always been a 
close family, but packed in 
that van, we had to be,” 
Rudder said. “Fifty percent 
of the time we all slept in the 
same bedroom — whatever 
the host church provided. 
Never having a place to 
‘roost’ is different, but it 
worked for us,” he said 

Jeanette Rudder, Cyn- 
thia’s mother, is the pianist 
for the group and translates 
her husband’s original songs 
to standard musical notes. 
Rudder writes his own 
gospel music and sings, but 
he cannot read music. 

All three children, in- 
cluding Doug, 14, and John, 
eight, join in the singing and 
teaching. 

Before the move to the 
local campus, Mrs. Rudder 
had not been inside a 
classroom since she 
graduated first in her class 
of two at a mission school in 
Zaire (Belgian Congo), 
where her parents were 
missionaries. 

The lure of a psycology 
degree to improve the 
ministry team — and the 
opportunity to add to her own 
security — brought her back. 

“Going to class’’ is also a 
new experience for Cynthia, 
who never attended a 
regular high school. While 
the family traveled, she 
earned her diploma through 
correspondence classes 
under the eye of her father, a 
certified teacher. Now, she 
never misses. 

“When she signed up for 
archery, I was afraid she 
would hurt her average 
because she’d never had 
physic] education before,” 
Rudder said. 

It wasn’t in archery or 
fencing, but in anthropology 
that Cynthia earned her first 
and only B. “Too many 
tribes and too many people 
to remember,” she said of 
the experience. 

Fencing is different, the 
new convert said. After 
finishing the class, she 
joined Dr. Schopp’s Fencing 
Club and fights back every 
Monday night with the same 
“killer instinct” she used 
when the weapons were 
Venetian blinds and the 
“enemy” was a brother 
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If the Rudders hoped to 
“cut corners” by trading 
papers or splitting 
homework, that part of the 
family plan has never 
worked out. 

“We had one health class 
together,” Mrs. Rudder said 
of her daughter, and it will 
probably be the only one. 

This fall, mother and 
daughter were both inducted 
into the Dean’s College, the 
undergraduate honors 
program at SIUE. 
Admission allows students 
with 4.5 grade point 
averages or better to plan 
individualized programs 
with a teacher in their major 
field, bypassing the usual 
general studies 
requirements the two might 
have shared. 

“Larry and I 
course together, but I 
received no credit,” Mrs. 
Rudder, then a freshman, 
remembers. 

“Tt was a graduate course 
in marriage counseling, and 
the professor was afraid he 
would not have any couples 
inthe daytime class. He 
needed examples,” she said. 

Acting the part of an or- 
dinary student, Mrs. Rudder 
went to class and pretended 
to be angry with her husband 
whenever the teacher asked. 
“‘We would come back from 
the break and start an 
argument. The other 
students didn’t know, but 
they always sided with me,” 
she recalled. 

Outside class, when the 
Rudders do their homework, 
they also go their separate 
ways. 

Cynthia, who takes 16 
hours of regular daytime 
classe, retreats to her own 
room with the books. It is the 
one improvement she con- 
siders a major step up from 
her van days. “It’s the first 
time I've ever had a room to 
myself with only one door,” 
she said. 

Mrs. Rudder signs up for 
12 hours of evening classes 
and saves some daytime 
hours for studying while the 
boys are in school. 

Her husband, who finished 
his master’s degree this fall 
in what for him was the 
record time of one year, is in 
the specialist program and 
works as a graduate 
assistant. He gets the kit- 
chen table at night after 
everyone is asleep. 

“He also gets the supper 
dishes," Mrs, Rudder em- 
phasized. The chore, that 
Rudder has drawn since his 
boyhood, has been turned 
into something more. “I 
wrote two songs while I 
doing the dishes,” he said. 

One of his tunes, “God 
Gave a Baby,” is the theme 
of a local nightclub group, 
Rudder said. ‘I’m sure the 
patrons don’t know the 
words.”’ 

Rudder has published 
other songs in a series of 
songbooks, and recorded 
some in albums produced in 
Nashville, Tenn. 

To keep his hand in the 
ministry and help support 
his college family, Rudder 
also serves as part-time 
pastor at a Bunker Hill 
church. 

“Tt is over 100 years old 
and still has an outhouse, but 
it is helping us and we're 
helping them,” he said. In 
between, the pastor changes 
to a substitute in the Granite 
City schools, teaching 
everything from kin- 
dergarten PE to pom pom 
club in high school. 

Even the boys, too young 
to attend regular college 
classes, get more than their 
share of education, Mrs. 
Rudder thinks. 

“Where else can they play 
with children from Iran, 
Saudi Arabia, India, 
Panama, Boliva and 
Edwardsville, all in the 
same afternoon? It is such a 
cosmopolitan community for 
them to experience,” she 
said. ‘We can no longer go 
out to the world, but they 
bring the world here.” 

The Rudders’ biggest 
adjustment to college family 
life, particularly for Mrs. 
Rudder, came last fall when 
students returned to classes. 
“I had gone from the ex- 
tension classes in Granite 
City to summer school. But 
when I saw the hordes of 
students on the first day of 
the fall quarter, I almost 
panicked,” she said. 

“After a quarter or so, you 
adjust. 

“Now, when somebody 
looks lost, I just walk up and 
tell them where to find it.” 

When the family 
graduates, the Rudders may 
stay together to lead a 


seminar-type program for 
churches or concentrate on

the counseling. “We ‘don’t 
know what the Lord has 
planned for us. We will face 
that when the time comes,” 
Mrs. Rudder said. 

Until such decisions have 
to be made, the Rudders will 
“stay in school” as long as 
they can. “It is a way of 
adding book knowledge to 
our life experiences,” they 
said. 


Educator gets 
suspect sweets 


Cookies possibly laced 
with cyanide that had been 
intended as a gift were 
received by Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
chemistry Professor 
Michael S. Matta. 

Caution prevented , the 
chairman of the chemistry 
department from eating the 
cookies when they appeared 
suspicious. 

The cookies have been sent 
to the Illinois Division of' 
Criminal Investigation lab in 
Chicago to check for cyanide 
that kills by stopping the 
respiratory system. 

The cookies were ap- 
parently given to Matta by a 
student and were then placed 
in a second-floor faculty 
mailbox at the univeristy’s 
Science Building. It was not 
until later the same day that 
Matta took the cookies from 
the mailbox and unwrapped 
the cookies protected by an 
aluminum foil. 

Matta was apparently 
suspicious of the appearance 
of the gift and contacted 
university officials, who 
notified the Division of 
Criminal Investigation. 

Authorities are in- 
vestigating the possibility 
that the cookies were laced 
with the cyanide after they 
were placed in the faculty 
mailbox. The student who 
gave the cookies to Matta is 
not a suspect. 

The student had ap- 
parently given cookies to 
other professors that same 
morning and none of the 
other cookies appear to be 
altered. 

Matta, 41, has been a 
chemistry professor at SIUE 
since 1969 and has been 
chairman of the department 
for about 18 months.

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SIUE enrollment 
continues to rise 


increase in 
student enrollment was 
reported last week at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville. Eugene 
Magac, director of the Office 
of Admissions and Records, 
said winter quarter 
enrollment is up by 350 
students or nearly 3.9 per- 
cent over last year at this 
time. 

Enrollment stands at 9,401, 
compared with 9,051 in 
winter quarter 1981. Magac 
said this is the sixth’ con- 
secutive quarter that the 
university has shown an 
increase over the previous 
year’s comparable quarter. 
Fall quarter, traditionally 
the term with highest at- 
tendance, had an enrollment 
of 10,205. 

The total is an “on cam- 
pus” figure which includes 
the Alton and East St. Louis 
centers and resident centers 
at Greenville, Litchfield and 
Scott Air Force Base. It does, 
not include students enrolled 
in non-credit continuing 
education courses or those 
enrolled in off-campus 
nursing program located at 
Marion and Mt. Vernon and 
students attending classes at 
Military Arilift Command 
bases across the nation, 

Magac said the graduate 
school has the greatest gain 
over winter quarter a year 
ago, wih 1,736 students 
compared with-1,613 enrolled

in 1981. There is a:sizeable 
increase in part-time 
enrollment, and’Magac said 
he expects the final data’ to 
show that many residents of 
Missouri are taking ad- 
vantage, of the university’s 
new plan which provides in- 
state tuition rates for 
Missourians who enroll for 
nine hours or less of 
graduate or undergraduate 
credit. 

Substantial enrollment 
gains also were recorded by 
the School of Business, with 
1,232 students compared 
with 1,113 last year, and the 
School of Fine Arts and 
Communications; where an 
increase of 60 boosted 
enrollment to .731. Other 
schools with increases in- 
cluded education, dental 
medicine, humanities, and 
science and engineering. 
There also are additional 
presidential scholars and 
students enrolled in non- 
degree programs, 

With gains in nearly all 
categories, Magac said the 
university’s efforts ‘to im- 
prove retention of students 
apparently are starting to 
bear positive results, There 
are more male students on 
campus this winter than any. 
year since 1978, with a total 
of 4,694. But \the females, 
numbering 4,707, still hold 
the edge they have ,main- 
tained for the past three 
years. « 


Rules 1870 jail 
could be repaired 


Associate Judge Jonathan 
Isbell has ruled that an agent 
of the City of 
Edwardsville ‘could repair a 
hole in the roof and’ board 
any open windows of the 
Madison County govern- 
ment’s former jail, now 112 
years old. 

County funds are not to be 
used to maintain the 
building, nor is the county to 
bear liability, but the city 
may use privately-raised 
funds to do so, he said. 

Mayor Kenneth Evers said 
no group has come forward 
with any money for work on 
the building. The county last 
year accepted a contract for 
demolition of the unused jail 
but Isbell decided Oct. 26 
that the city has a right to 
preserve it as a historic 
landmark. 

City Attorney Charles W. 
King unsuccessfully asked 
that the county be forced to 
finance repairs to prevent 
deterioration. Most alder- 
men now favor withdrawing 
from the dispute but they 
have not formally done so. 

Assistant State’s Attorney 
Marshall Smith argued 
Monday that the court has no 
jurisdiction because repairs 
were not sought in the 
original case, nor is there 
new evidence. 

Isbell said the Illinois 
Conservation Act was not 
cited in the city’s lawsuit so 
it cannot be the basis for a 
post-trial motion to allocate 
insurance payments. 

He commented, “I cannot 
understand a theory of law 
whereby the city is entitled 
to insurance money paid to 
the county as a result of a 
tornado.” But he added that 
allowing a private group to 
pay for maintenance during 

is 


April 1981. Insurance 
exceeded $8,000.

Smith said Isbell lost 
jurisdiction as soon as the » 
county appealed the earlier 
decision. Smith added that 
he now plans to file for’ a 
declaratory judgment to see 
if the alleged preservation 
right gives the city a real 
estate interest in the 
property. 

Edwardsville Corporation 
Counsel Donald Metzger 
ruled earlier’ that the city 
does have a real estate in- 
terest. This was interpreted 
as requiring a vote by six of 
the eight aldermen in order 
to withdraw, rather than the 
five council members who 
presently want to leave it up 
to the County Board. 

Judge Isbell said his 
written order will specify 
that insurance coverage for

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GC hospital outdoing others in low-cost, quality care 


Good news sometimes comes in bun- 
ches, and this is just such an occasion. 
Statistics received in recent weeks from a 
number of sources indicate St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center compares favorably with 
other St. Louis metropolitan area hospitals 
in its ability to provide quality care while 
maintaining low costs and charges. 

Data in both the St. Louis Business 
Journal and the American Hospital 
Association Guide’s 1981 Edition analyze, 
the number of full-time equivalent per- 
sonnel per occupied patient bed in the 25 
largest hospitals in this area 

The most highly-staffed hospital, Alton 
Memorial, had 5.298 full-time equivalent 
employees per occupied bed. Community 
Hospital, with the lowest staffing, had 
2.764. Granite City’s SEMC, with 3.494, was 
the third lowest of the 25, well below the 
average of 4.098. 

The only two institutions with staffing 
lower than at SEMC, St. Mary’s and 
Community, both are situated in East St 
Louis, where it has been difficult to attract 
the number of professionals and para- 


professionals necessary to staff a hospital. 

A 1982 goal here is continued: progress 
regarding the number of man hours per 
patient day 

A separate areawide study by the Globe- 
Democrat compared newly upgraded rates 
for semi-private hospital rooms. 

St. Mary's of East St. Louis had the 
highest per diem charge of $184 among 11 
hospitals listed and Alton Memorial had 
the lowest, $144. St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center was the next to lowest; at $155, it is 
below the average of $164. 

‘A hospital spokesman commented, 
“Maintenance of a low full-time equivalent 
ratio per occupied bed—along with a low 
per diem charge—points to efficient 
management of human resources by 
“SEMC. 

“The room charge also indicates that 
physical resources are being allocated and 
utilized wisely. Coupled with the high 
quality of care offered by the Granite City 
medical center, the data reflect the 
“presence of effective, as well as efficient 
management.” 


Legislators err in separating selves from tax burdens 


Sacramento Union—Jan. 13, 1962, may 
go down in history as the day members of 
Congress ceased to be representative of 
the people and emerged as a privileged 
ruling class. 

On that day the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, forced to do so by an act of Congress, 
issued rules that avill allow senators and 
representatives to avoid paying federal 
income taxes on their $60,000 annual 
salaries. 

The rules will permit them to deduct 
about $21,000 in expenses from income 
taxes. They can take special write-offs for 
living expenses in Washington. They do not 
have to itemize or prove the expenses, and 
can take them even for days they are out of 
Washington. 

In addition, members of Congress can 
deduct much of the cost of their travel 
outside of Washington. Together with 
deductions available to all taxpayers, the 
new rules virtually eliminate income taxes 
on congressional and senatorial salaries 

They also made their loophole 
retroactive so they will be spared the in- 
convenience of paying taxes on their 1981 
earnings

The result: Social 
Security has become the heaviest load on 
the backs of low-income workers. 

It is obvious the members see them 
selves as lords who are too noble to pay 
taxes, that task being the duty of mere 
voters. It is time we peasants wised up and 
got rid of those who deign to rule us but not 
to share our burdens.

Illinois Department of 
Corrections Director 
Michael P. Lane ordered 51 
inmates released Friday 
because the state penal 
system was over its 
established capacity. 

Lane pointed out that those 
inmates the agency is forced 
to release are within 28 days 
of completing their man- 
datory sentences and none 
had been in the statesystem 
before. 

He added that those 
prisoners to be released will 
automatically begin parole 
supervision upon arrival in 
their home communities or 
authorized destinations, and 
that local authorities will be 
notified in accordance with 
law 

“This is only the fourth 


time in more than seven 
months that the department 
has been forced to im- 
plement this safety 
mechanism to relieve 
crowded conditions in adult 
prisons,” Lane said 

Lane also noted that five 
inmates will be released 
Friday from the Dwight 
Correctional Center, the 
state's prison for women.

Township plans drainage into 


Maryville Road sewers 


Nameoki Township Supervisor Harry 
Briggs says he has reached agreement, 
in principal, with Granite City to allow 
the township to drain standing water 
from Ivy Lane into the storm sewers 
along Maryville Road 

Attempts by previous township ad- 
ministrations to reach such an 
agreement for draining problem areas 
have met with opposition from city 
officials, who contend that the.storm 
sewers along Maryville Road¥ were 
designed only to drain that roadway 
and may not be sufficient to handle 
drainage from other areas. 

“It took quite a while to get it con- 
stmated, but they seem to have 
reat agreement,” Briggs said of 
drainage for Ivy Lane, an area where 
deep accumulations of water on ‘the 
street have presented a hazard to 
motorists and children playing nearby. 
The water also backs up into yards and 
has been a constant source of com- 
plaints by residents of that area, Briggs 
explained. 

Engineering has been completed for 
installing approximately 400 feet of 
underground pipe from the standing 
water area to the Maryville Road 
sewers, Briggs told the Nameoki Town 
Board during last week’s regular board 
meeting. 

Free easements will be required from 
about two residents, if the program is to 
become reality, but, Briggs said, 
preliminary agreements on free 
easements already have been ex- 
pressed by the landowners. 

He said the program probably will be 
funded from revenue sharing grant 
funds in the new fiscal year, which 
begins March 1. Asked when con- 
struction could begin, Briggs com- 
mented, “It is all according to how fast 
we get the easements.” The township

attorney currently is working on the 
necessary documents, he added. 

In other business, Briggs reported 
that he and Highway Commissioner 
Frank Mehelic met with the county’s 
special sewer committee and Assistant 
State's Attorney Marshall ‘‘Zeke’’ 
Smith and demanded that the county 
make repairs to roads damaged during 
construction of the new county sanitary 
sewers. 

Mehelic’ has refused to accept the 
roads for maintenance until they are 
restored to their original conditions, 
Briggs said. 

‘Three problem areas where roads 
appear to be sinking into the ground 
have been reported, he said, noting that 
the worst problems are in the Miracle 
Manor area of the township. 

“We don’t know the cause, but they 
are sinking,’ he stated. He indicated 
that the sewer committee should 
determine whether sewer leaks or 
improperly packed ground over the 
sewers is the cause and should make 
corrections. 

The county has been given a list of 
other streets which Mehelic feels have 
not been repaired satisfactorily. 

Another item discussed during the 
meeting with the sewer committee, 
Briggs said, was the $23,000 the 
township loaned the committee for 
preliminary engineering necessary to 
win a grant for the program. Nameoki, 
Chouteau and Venice townships loaned 
money to the committee to get the 
program underway, but that money has 
never been repaid, Briggs said.

Local units of government 
have received the first of 
eight payments this year 
from corporate personal 
property replacement taxes. 

J Thomas Johnson, 
director of the Illinois 
Department of Revenue, said 
checks totaling $48.8 million 
are being distributed to 6,513 
cities, counties, school 
districts, park districts and 
other local taxing bodies. 

During 1982, local 
governments should receive 
$530 million in replacement 
taxes, Johnson estimated. 

The state’s 1,014 public 
school districts received the 
largest share of the January 
distribution, with $25.5 
million or 52.2 percent of the 
total going to them. 

Other categories of local 
government receiving major 
shares were: municipalities 
— $9,9 million (20.4 per- 
cent); counties $4.2 
million (8.7 percent); park 
districts — $2.6 million (5.3 
percent); sanitary districts 
— $1.8 milion (3.8 percent) ; 
and junior colleges — $1.7 
million (3.6 percent). 

The replacement taxes 
were authorized by the 
Illinois General Assembly in 
August 1979 to replace funds 
lost to local governments 
when the corporate personal 


property tax was abolished 
by the 1970 state constitution.

Internal body tem- 
peratures of 90 degrees F. 
(32,2 degrees C.) are low 
enough to cause = un- 
consciousness in some 
victims. Temperatures 
under 80 degrees F. (26.6 
degrees C.) usually result in 
death, especially among the 
very old.
